PUNY PLEAS 


For Very Grave Offenses in 
the Criminal Court. 


A Mode of Clearing Out the Jail“ 
Which Excites Puhlic 
Indignation. 


Hardened Oriminals Who Have Al- 
most Been Turned Out of Jail. 


Detailed List of Cases in Which Insignificant 
Pleas Have Been Accepted—The Punish- 
ment Provided by Law as Cuntrasted 
With the Punishment Meted Out—Judge 
Normile Explains His Connection With 
the System and Says He Must Be Guided 
by Mr. Clover—Cirecuit- Attorney Clover 
‘Jumps on to the Police’’—The Police 
Retaliate to a Certain Extent—Chief 
Huebler Says the Force is Seriously Ham- 
pered by the Criminal Court Clemency— 
Both Sides of the Question. 


The statements published in yesterday's 
POST-DISPATCH respecting the clearing of the 
City Jail by the process of criminals entering 
pleas of guilty to minor offenses, the punish- 
ment attaching to which is comparatively 
light, when they, the crimals, are really de- 
serving of much more serious retribution, 
attracted widespread attentionfrom all classes 
of people, for the very simple reason that 
every citizen in the community is vitally inter- 
ested in the matter. 

In laying the facts in the case before the 
public no desire—whatever is felt to reflect 
Jeither upon Judge Normile of the Criminal 
Court or upon Cireuit Attorney Clover. The 
blame cannot be laid exactly upon the admin- 
istration at presentin that corner of the Four 
Courts bnilding and no inference such as 
that can logically be drawn from the prem- 
ises. The mode of procedure as described in 
those cases quoted in these columns is dy no 
ad- 


means peculiar to Judge Normile’s 
ministration. While it may be true 
to some extent that the majority 


of the cases so disposed of have come into 
notice sinee Judge Normile has occupied the 
bench in the Criminal Cart, this fact is more 
incidental than otherwise. The fashion, in- 
deed, was set at another time, and it is the 
cumulative effects of its following which seem 
to point toa particularly conspicuous con- 
dition of affairs at the present time. The 
fashion was never commendable, and if it was 
not so in other administrations it cannot well 
be considered so now. 

The statements made in yesterday’s paper 
are aiso borne out by the records of the Court 
which show the percentage of eases tried to 
be very small compared with the number of 
pleas received. This system of accepting 
pleas, instead of trying cases, may be said to 


have originated about two years ago. 
To be sure, criminals have occa- 
sionally pleaded guilty for years 
back, but then it was generally in 


very desperate cases where they feared a trial 
would result in their receiving the full penalty 
of the law, and they threw themselves on the 
— of the Court to have a year or two 
knocked off their sentence. This was the only 
concession made them, and soit was here 
when the securing of pleas commenced asa 
business in the Criminal Court. The men gen- 
erally got fairly heavy sentences. A young 
man who graduated from the barber’s chair 
into a Four Courts practitioner is entitled to 
the credit of inaugurating the system. Hehad 
tried cases for a few years with but indifferent 


success, and finally hit upon the 
happy idea of savin himself labor, 
and his clients punishment, by having 
them plead guilty. Within the last * — 


months his business in that line has grown 80 
extensive that now he will rarely attempt to 
try a case, making a specialty of securing 
pleas. These he gets in large numbers, but it 
has only been within the last year or so that 
he or anybody else has been able to get clients 
off with the extremely light sentences now 
xiven in plea cases. As the pleas increased 
the punishment given this class ot criminals 
decreased, until now the law scarcely touches 
them. The system bas grown wonderfully in 
the last year, and the business is greater now 
than it has ever been. The barber-lawyer who 
inaugurated it has been building stane- 


less fortunate brethren to go intothe busi- 
ness, though he still does the bulk of the 
work. Itis said to be a favorite trick of one of 
the men tosecure a very light sentence for one 
client by getting another to take a heavy sen- 
tence. The pases man whosecures the light 
punishment has paid a good-sized fee, while the 
other unfortunate has given the attorney little 
or nothing. Of course, the sentences average 
up all right for the Circuit Attorney, but it is 
rather hard on thé man who was unable to fee 
the lawyer, and in most instances he is 
the less dangerous criminal of the two, 
hence his inability to raise a respectable sum. 
It is an awful barter of human liberty, but the 
lawyer makesafee by it and is happy. No 
doubt many an unfortunate whois really in- 
nocent has been frightened by these sharks 
into pleading guilty, believing if he aid not do 
so he would be conyicted despite his inno- 
cence and given a long term. 
In justice to Circuit-Attorney Clover it 
should be stated that he of course supposes all 
people who offerto plead guilty are guilty, 
as no doubt ninety per cent of them are. 
He only knows what their attorneys 
tell him, and what information he can get 
from the Grand-jury notes. In one sense 
these pieas have all been justifiable. With his 
small office force’ the Circuit Attorney could 
not possibly be properly prepared in half the 
cases that come up in the court if they all went 
to trial. 

THE CASES IN DETAIL. 
Below will be found @ list of pleas received 
since Judge Normile ascended the bench, De- 
cember 1, 1886. The system of receiving them 
had been in vogue for over a 6 previous 
and constantly growing. It will be seen that 
within the last few weeks they have greatly 
increased, and the punishments have been 
very light. The principal procurer of pleas 
was ill from April 12 to July 11, and his absence 
materiall ected the business for that 
period, the number of pleas received bein 
much smaller than they would have been ha 
he been here.

my duty to inquire into a case when the Cir- 
cuit Attorney, whoisthe State’s representa- 
tive, and the attorney for the defense agree 
upon a punishment. have no power to try a 
case, even by consent of the parties.

„Most assuredly. How can we keep the city 
elear of crooks, when as fast as we arrest them 
they are let go on light sentences and are out 
again in ashort time. an ar- 
rest, the police investigate the matter as a 
rule, then the man usually has a hearing in the 
Court of Criminal Correction and is bound 
over for the Grand-jury, which body indicts 
him, and thenthe case reaches the Criminal 
Court. Now when a case goes through all this 
the natural presumption is th it is a 
pret strong one against the defendant, 
and tried by a jury he would, in general, be 
given along term in the nitentiary instead 
of getting off with a very light punishment, as 
he does under this plea system. If he was 
tried by jury and convicted he would be out of 
our way for some time, but as it is we soon 
have him out and troubling us again. 

„Has the department ever made a formal 
protest against the plea system?“ 

No; not a formal protest. What good would 
it do? They would do just as they pleased up 
there, anyhow. There have been any number 
of protests and complaints by officers, but they 
have no effect. Of course when the police get 
acriminal cornered they want to see him 
severely punished, as that is the only way to 
handle the men. 

OTHER POLICE OFFICIALS. 

The Police Department to aman are eugene 
to the system, but, like the Chief, dislike to 
have themselves quoted on the subject, be- 
cause of the injury it would do them with the 
Court. Said one yesterday afternoon: It 
would never do for me to be quoted as

It is in their power to render it impossible 
for me or any other officerto ever make a 
case there. Your article aboutthe system hits 
them very strong, but every word of it is true, 
as the court records show. The Police Depart- 
ment endeavors to prevent crime by sending 
up the criminals for as long a term as possible 
when they catch them. By this method we 
not only punish them severely, but keep them 
out of the way fora longtime. This plea sys- 
tem, however, greatly impairs the work of the 
department. Whatcheck is there on crime 
when these men know they can commit it and 
if caught be let off ona very light sentence? 
Not only the police, but the 17 who are 
robbed or otherwise injured by these crimes, 
are bitberly opposed to the men being let go so 
lightly. Now I understand that Mr. Higbee, 
the jeweler who was defrauded out of a $195 
gold watch and chain by Ike Roberts, was 
very indignant at the manner in which 
Roberts was letoff. Roberts defrauded him 
out of $195 worth of goods, which were never 
recovered, and was then let go on a fine of 
$100. This left the young man $9 ahead, and 


under this arrangement he could make

Although the watch and 
chain were worth almost $200, Roberts was 


allowed to plead lity to obtaining goods of 
less value than by false pretenses.’’

Still another officer, who was also opposed 
to going in print, remarked: ‘‘I don’t know 
how the police are going to control crime if 
this thing is kept up. When crooks come here 
and do a certain line of work the department 
keeps after them until they finally capture the 
parties who are doing it. When captured 
they should of course be given a long term to 
keep them out 0 the way; but 
instead of this they ure let 
go on light pleas and are soon 

ack at their old work. Now how are they to 
be controlled? These cases in which pleas are 
taken are the very strongest the department 
make, for the weak ones are generally 
knocked out in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, and even if they will stand there and we 
have any doubts about a conviction we try 
to get them totake a pleathere in order to 
save the State the expense of carrying it to 
the Criminal Court, with a possibility of hav- 
ing it knocked out over there. 


DISCOVERED IN TIME, 


How the Attempt to Kill the Emperor ef 
Germany Was Frustrated. 


Special Cablegram to the Post- Dispatch. 

Paris, July 21.—The Figaro gives the follo w- 
ing account of the discovery of the attempt 
on the part of German anarchists to kill Em- 
peror William on his journey from Coblentz to 
Constance. This startling story, the details of 
which are given below, emanates, according 
to the Figaro, from a highly creditable source. 
Suspicion was arodsed inthe following man- 
ner,and timely precautions were taken. to 
which the aged Kaiser owes the preservation 
of his life. A man was arrested in Gross- 
Gerau, and on his person was found the fal- 
lowing communication: 

This evening, just before midnight, the Imperial 
special train passes, Be ready. 

Policemen were immediately sent outside 
the town for suspicious individuals. Several 
arrests were made, and on several persons 
were found communications similar tothe one 
given above. For some time great consterna- 
tion prevailed. Patrols and extra guards wer 
sent all along the railway line. The adjacen 
houses were searched and the utmost vigilance 
was shown by all to balk the halt- 
dozen miscreants. As an extra precau- 
tion the Imperial train was preceded by 
a locomotive on which the Director of Po- 
lice rode. These measures of precaution 
were crowned with success, and the Emperor 
reached Constance in safety, and in complete 
ignorance of the danger he had escaped. 
After the passing of the Imperial train the 
corpse of a railroad guard was found lying 
across the ties. It was revealed at the inquest 
that the unfortunate man had been fatally 
stabbed and then placed across the track in 
order that the dastardly murder should appear 
to have been suicide. As yet no further ar- 
rests have taken place, and there are many 
who claim that this scare is merely a Govern- 
ment scheme to alarm the law-abiding people 
of the Empire, and to reconcile them to such 
radical measures on the vart of the police as 
the wholesale arrest of the Central Socialist 
Com mitteemen on last Friday at Berlin.

HENRY M. STANLEY. 


REPORTED DEATH OF THE GREAT 
PLORER IN AFRICA. 


Conflicting Dispatches Received From St. 
Thomas, Western Africa—One Report 
States Stanley Was Shot by Natives in a 
Fight for Supplies, and Another Beport 
Declares He Was Drowned by the Sink- 
ing of His Steamer—The Reports Dis- 
credited in London—The Life and Career 
of the Distinguished Explorer. 


LONDON, July 21.—A dispatch from St. 
Thomas, West Africa, says: ‘‘The West 
African Company has received a report that 
Henry M. Stanley, the African explorer, has 
been shot dead by natives, with whom his 
expedition was fighting in order to obtain 


supplies. 

Another account says that the steamer 

on which Stanley was proceeding 
the rélief of Emin Bey was 


sunk and that the explorer was drowned. The 
report of Mr. Stanley's death emanates from a 
missionary at Matadi, who received it froma 
native from up the country. No direct mes- 


sage has been received from the expedition. 
THE REPORT DISCREDITED, 

The rumor regarding the death of H. M. 
Stanley is utterly discredited here in London. 
The latest authentic news from him was from 
Aruwimi, and was sent under date of June 2. 
It would be impossible for a native to reach 
Matadi and then St. Thomas since that time. 
The distance between Matadi and Aruwimi 
alone is a thousand miles through the roughest 


country. 
WONDERFUL LIFE. 

This account, if confirmed, chronicles the 
death of one of the most active explorers the 
world has ever had, and with his death goes 
aman who knew more about the Dark Con- 
tinent’’ than any man who has ever lived. 
The best years of his life have been sacrificed 
to the African swamps and heat. 
When he plunged intothe wilderness on one 
of his longest journeys he was fair-skinned, 
dark-haired and robust. When he reached 
England years afterward he was gray, 
wrinkled and broken down. He recovered his 
old strength, but seemed prematurely aged. 

AN INTERESTING LIFE. 

His has been an interesting life, one to 
charm and fascinate the young and old alike. 
The brilliant achievements of his later life are 
in strange contrastto his humble beginning. 
He was a veritable Oliver Twist. Born 
in Denbigh, Wales, in 1840, only three years 
of his life had passed when he was put 
in a Poor-house at St. Joseph, where 
he remained ten years. He was either 
very bright or treated remarkably well for 
during the ten years he was inthe Poor-house 
he picked up enough education to fit him for 
teaching school. He continued the 
precariousness of his by 
— 2 as a cabin 
vessel bound for New Orleans. 
years of age, and had thrived so on the 
beadle’s soup that he was a bright looking 
youth, and so impressed a merchant 
at New Orleans that he was adopted by 
him, taking the good-hearted merchant’s 
name, Stanley, in place of his own, which was 
plain John Rowlands. His patron was a good 
old fellow, but with no prescience. When he 
died he made no will, and the boy, who has 
since made the name famous, was throw upon 
the world again. 

UNDER TWO FLAGS. 

The civil war breaking out, Stanley enlisted 
in the Confederate army, but was not in it 
long until he was captured. Of an elastic 
temperament and convictions, he easily ad- 
justed himself to his changed conditions 
and at once enrolled himself under the 
stars and stripes. He became a petty officer 
onawar steamer and, luckily escaping re- 
capture. by the Confederates, which would 
probably have ended his career, he finished 
the war in that capacity. 

AS AN EXPLORER. 

At the conclusion of the war Stanley dropped 
into journalism, becoming a newspaper cor- 
respondent, in which he developed so much of 
that energy which has since made him great, 
that in 1867 he was sent by the 
New York Herald as its correspondent with 
the British army in Abyssinia. Subsequently 


he traveled in Spain and elsewhere. 
About that time Europe was in a 
great state of trepidation over 


the whereabouts of Livingstone, the African 
explorer, of whom nothing had been heard 


for several years. The Herald com- 
missioned Stanle to search for 
Liviugstone, an in January, 1871, 


Stanley plunged into the African wilderness 
from the Zanzibar side. The reason why 
Stanley went so recklessly into this work is 
said to have been due to a disappointmentin 
love which was caused by the fickleness 
ofa young St. Louis lady who had given him 
his conge. In October, 1871, Stanley met Liv- 
ingstone at Ujijiand remained with him till 
February, 1872, when Livingstone bade farewell 
to Stanley, the last ay py face the old 
explorer ever saw, for he died on that 


journey. Stanley came back to Europe 
then and was received with great 
eclat. So successful was this journey 


thatthe Herald and London Telegraph sent 
him back again on a general exploring 
87 


tour. This Was in 74, and 
he did not return to England until 
1878. The greatest achievement of that 


4 exploration was the discovery of 
ake Victoria Nyanza, the largest fresh water 


lake in the world, an the tracing 
of the Nile to its head-springs. 
His return to the coast was a 


succession of battles with the natives. On his 
return he was presented with the cross of the 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor by the Geo- 
graphical Society of France. 

HIS LAST WORK. 

From 1879—82 he was in Africa in the interest 
of the African International Association, 
founded by the — of Belgium. His object was 
to develop the basin of the Congo River. He 
was given unlimited means, the King himself 
contributing $250,000 a year to the enterprise. 
Stanley made great improvements along the 
Congo. One of the principal stations, Stanley 
Pool, was named after him. 

From 1882 to 1884 he was again absent from 
Europe, exploring the territory extending to 


Stanley Falls and establishing stations 
ou the Congo under t he auspices 
of the King of Belgium. During 


this absence he was accused by the French 
press of shamefully insulting and handicap- 
ing De Brazza, the French explorer. Stan- 
ey on his return to England, July 
28, 1884, replied to these charges, denying 
them and showing that DeBrazza had been en- 
couraged. Complications arose over De Braz- 
za’s hoisting of the French flag, but they 
were finally settled by rules of free- 
trade for all nations being adopted. 
During 1885 Stanley spent most of his time in 
Europe iecturing and booming the Congo 


country. In 1886 he was engaged the same 
way, but in the fall came to Amer- 
ica and lectured. He was given 


a farewell banquet in New York by Henry 
Wellcome last December, bef. re sailing for 
Europe. On his return to England, last Jan- 
uary, he was instructed with the expedition to 
RESCUE EMIN BEY, 

a European explorer who was penned up in 
the kingdom of Mwanga,in the African in- 
terior. When the other countries heard of it, 
especially France and Germany, they 
@eciared the expedition was a thinly dis- 
guised expedition to gain England more terri- 
tory in Africa. The n left the 
East African coast ear in the spring.

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KILLED LIKE CATTLE. 


AN APPALLING DISASTER ON THE ERIE 
RAILWAY THIS MORNING. 


The Chicago Express Train Mows Its Way 
Through a Gang of Italian Laborers— 
Fifteen Men Killed Outright and Many 
Wounded—The Mangled Remains Left 
on the Track—A Fatal Powder Explosion 


—Destroyed by Lightning—Casualties. 


NEw YORK, July 21.—One of those frightfulf 
accidents, which comes with appalling sud- 
denness when there is no apparent reason why 
they should not be easily avoided, took place 
this morning on the Erie Railroad, between 
Allendale and Hohokus. The catastrophe was 
attended with an appalling loss of life, and 
over a dozen mangled bodies on 
the track attested the neglect 0 
some one whose duty it should have been to 
give warning of the impending disaster. A 
gang of Italian laborers were at work ballast- 
ing on the railroad a little distance from a 
sharp curve about three-fourths of a mile 
above Hohokus. The Chicago express which 
was due an hour before, had not arrived and 
these men were busy at work 

UNCONSCIOUS OF THE TERRIBLE FATE 
which was in store for them. At 7:15 o’clock 
Train No. 12, the delayed express, rushed 
round the curve before the men had the 
slightest warning and dashed through them, 
killing twelve or fifteen on the spot and 
wounding many others. The shrieks of the 
victims were heartrending, and when the 
train slowed up the track presented the sick- 
ening sight of being covered with mangled 
bodies, the rails being spattered with blood 
and broken limbs, pieces of ragged flesh being 
scattered im all directions. Some of the bodies 
were 

MANGLED BEYOND DESCRIPTION 
and crushed out of all semblance of humanity. 
To most of the vi@ims death must have come 
instantaneously, but some appeared to be yet 
quivering ahd life ebbing away when the train 
was brought to a standstill. There was only 
fifteen minutes delay and the train which had 
wrought so much disaster proceeded on its 
way from Allendale to Hohokus. The question 
of who Is to blame is yet to be settled, but 
it is claimed that it was the duty of the fore- 
man of the gang of laborers to watch for ap- 
proaching trains at the dangerous curve, and 
that he must have neglected to hear the pas- 
senger train’s whistle. A passenger on the 
local train, which was behind the Chicago ex- 
press, in conversation with a reporter, de- 
scribed the scene as one of the most sickening 
that could be witnessed. 
A SICKENING SIGHT. 

„Along the tracks, he said, were arms, 
legs, trunks and other parts of bodies and the 
tracks for a long distance were slippery with 
blood. The disaster must have taken place 
with such appalling suddenness that the men 
did not know till the train was down on them. 
The conductor of the train on which I rode 
said the train hands of the express were not to 
blame. He believed the foreman of the gang 
was responsible for the disaster by neglecting 
to give warning. 

MOWED DOWN. 

Another account of the terrible accident says 
that about one hundred Italians were at work 
on the road-bed when atrain came along and 
the Italians stepped onto the other track to 
allow it to go by, but just then the Chicago ex- 
press thundered down on them at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour, and literally mowed its 
way through, slinging the unfortunates right 
and left, tearing legs and arms and heads off 
and grinding flesh into the road-bed for two or 
three hundred feet. So flerce was the shock 
that although the engine struck nothing but 
human beings, the powerful cow-catcher was 
torn, twisted and broken into pieces. 

SIMPLE MURDER. 

Some of the Italians were crowded in against 
the dock, a very narrow space, and they 
crouched down in terror. The engineer of the 
express reversed his engine and was coming 
toastop whenthe passengers told him to go 
ahead. Looking back they saw the uninjured 
Italians acting like maniacs; they were yell- 
ing, gesticulating and tearing their clothes. 
Some were kneeling and others rushing about 
in the middle of the ghastly pile of mangled 
bodies. When they saw the train stopping 
they made a rush for it, and had they reached 
it, undoubtedly the engineer, fireman and 
conductor would have been murdered. For 
this reason it was deemed best to come on to 
Jersey City, where the engineerand conductor 
were closeted with the officers of the road, 
and away from where they could be inter- 
viewed.

Only Two Ballots Taken on the Guberna- 
torial Nomination—D. C. Coolman for 
Lieutenant Governor—Chairman Seney’s 
Ringing Speech — The Platform — Pres!- 
dent Cleveland’s Administration In- 
dorsed. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 21.—The Democratic 
State Convention was called to order gt 11 
o’clock this morning at Music Hall by Henry 
Bohl of Marietta, Chairman of the State Execu- 
tive Committee. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the temperature stood at 85, at least 3,000 
spectators, many of them ladies, were pres- 
ent. Senator Henry B. Payne entered the hall 
just before the convention opened, and was 
loudly cheered. There was no temporary or- 
ganization, and Hon. George E. Seney of 
Tiffin at once took his place as Chairman. 

In his speech Mr. Seney said there were no 
quarrels in the Democratic family. Every 
Democrat seemed to know who would be his 
candidate in 1888, and all were satisfied. [Ap- 
plause.] He eulogized ex-Senator Thurman, 
saying that he would have honored the office 
of Governor. After speaking of the various 
candidates for Governor he said all was not 
harmony in the Republican party. Every toma- 
hawk and scalping-knife, he declared, was 

_ SHARPENED FOR THE FIGHT 

at Toledo next week. His reference to the 
Presidential contest between Blaine and Sher- 
man was applauded. He charged that Gov. 
Foraker’s administration had been permeated 
by a desire to promote the interests of the Re- 
publican party rather than the interests of the 
people. Referring to Cleveland’s administra- 
tion, he said that so well had its power been 
used that now it has little if any opposition, 
except from those who expect to ask favors 
from the Republican party. 


About civil service reform he said: While 
all Democrats give the administration a 
hearty support there are many who would 
feel better satisfied if all Republicans remain.

We selected the Missouri Pacific Company 
as it was one of the leading lines.

GERARD B. ALLEN. 


DEATH OF THE WELL-KNOWN MILLION- 
AIRE THIS MORNING. 


After a Brief Illness He Expires at Richfield 
_ Springs, New York—His Wife and Daugh- 
ter Present at His Bedside—The News Ke- 
ceived Here—Sketch of His Business 
Career—How His Wealth Is Invested. 


The light of one of the busiest lives in the 
history of St. Louis went out at2o’clock this 
morning. Gerard B. Allen, a resident ot this 
city since 1837 and prominently connected 
with every public enterprise for years past, 
passed quietiy away at the Spring 
House, Richfield Springs, N. Y., where 
he had gone to spend the summer montus. 
Probably no other man in St. Louis would 
have been so universally missed, so uni- 
versally regretted, as Mr. Allen. But one 
expression greeted the announcement of 
his death this morning—one of ex 
treme sorrow. The information became

known early in the day but it was not gener- 
ally disseminated until noon.

At Mr. Al- 
len 's office, the Fulton foundry on Second 
and Carr streets, it was stated at 10 o’clock 
that nothing was known his of death and the 
rumor was discredited. Mr. Allen had been 
ill, it was said, and his son, Geo. 
L. Allen, who for many years has been man- 
aging hie business, had started East; 


but the illness it was stated was not of a seri- 
ous nature. Mr. Allen’s step-son, Paschall 
Carr, heard the rumor and went down to 
Henry Paschall at the Republican office. Mr. 
Paschal! had the following telegram dated at 
Richfield Springs last night: 

Henry Paschall, St. Louis: 

Doctors consider Mr. Allen’s condition more 
favorable. Still very ill. 

EUGENIA L. ALLEN. 

This telegram had been received this morn- 
ing. At the time it was delivered 
Mr. Paschaill knew nothin of the 
rumored death of Mr. Allen, 
A little later, however, Mr. Pattison of Patti- 
son & Crane received atelegram from Mr. 
Crane confirming the rumor. Very soon after 
the following telegram was received from the 
Springs: 

Henry Paschall, St. Louis: 

Mr. Allen passed away at 2 o'clock this 
morning. Notify the family. Dickson and 
Crane will be here this morning. 

H. N. DAVIS. 
BULLETINED ON ‘CHANGE. 

The announcement was bulletined on 
"Change over the name of Mr. Davis. Then 
for the first time the rumor was believed, and 
the expressions of sorrow at the news were 
general. For along time past Mr. Allen 
has not ventured inuch into the 
business centre, but for forty years his face 
was familiar to those who controlled the bust 
ness interests of the city. Probably no face 
was more familiar than his. Those 
who had known him well lamented the 
loss of atrue friend. Those who did not claim 
his friendship regretted the departure of an 
upright, broad-minded, liberal business man. 
His death formed the topic of conversation on 
the street and at lunch in every hotel and res- 
taurantin the city. 

Up to noon no further particulars of Mr. 
Allen's demise had been received. Those of 
the family who are here stated that Mr. 
Allen left the city for Richfield Springs 
accompanied by Mrs. Allen and her daughter, 
Miss Eliza Carr, July 4. He was in good health 
at the time, although not very strong. Ten 
days ago he was taken ill with hemorrhoids, 
which gave him a great deal of trouble.He was 
treated by Dr. Crain, the physician at the 
Spring House, and he soon recovered from the 
attack. Afew days after he was taken with 
a kidney trouble. The attack seem@l so 
serious that his son, Geo. L. Allen, was 
telegraphed for. He left for the East yester- 
day morning, and arrived at Richfield Springs 
atlo’clock this afternoon. The only mem- 
bers of the family at his bedside at the time of 
his death were Mrs. Allen and his step- 
daughter, Miss Carr. Mrs. Allen’s niece, Mrs. 
H. N. Davis; Mr. Davis and their children, 
and Mrs. Davis’ mother, Mrs. Tyler, were 
also there. Mr. Allen’s eldest sonis at his 
ranch in Montana; his daughter, Mrs. Newton 
Crane, is supposed to be with her husband at 
Buffalo, and his other daughter, Mrs. Gale 
Dickson, is at her home, Niagara, Ontario. 
Mr. Crane and Mr. Dickson were notified of 
the death and they are supposed to be on their 
way to Richfield Springs. 

THE FUNERAL 

No one will go East from St. Louis to attend 
to the transportation of Mr. Allen’s remains 
to this city. The arrangements will all be 
made at Richfield Springs, and itis expected 
the remains will be brought here inimediately. 
she Seneral will probabiy occur early next 
week.

His LIFE. 


Brief Sketch of Mr. Allen’s Career-—His 
Business Interests—His Family. 


Gerard B. Allen was born in the city of 
Cork, Ireland, November 6, 1813. He was 
therefore almost 74years of age at the time of 
his death. His father, Thomas Allen, 
was N silk weaver. He gave 
his son a good education, but young Allen 
was not satisfied to remain in his native 
country and succeed to his father’s 
trade. He resolved to emigrate to America 


and when 23 years of age he sailed for the City 
of New York. Prior to his departure from 


Cork he had learned the carpenter and turner 


business. On his arrival in this country 
he turned mis attention to these 
pursuits. Butlifein New York, where he had 
settled, did not suit him. He wished to come 
Westand grow up with the growing coun- 
try, so a year after landin in this 
country, he foand his way to St. Louis, then 
but asmall town. He did journeyman work 
at his trade in this city for four years. 
Then he entered into business for 
himself in the manufacture of bed 
steads. He extended his business 
gradually, becoming interested in two saw 
mills, one in St. Louls, and the other on the 
Gasconade River. He continued in the 
trade until 1847, when he went 
to work in a found an 
eventually became a member of the firm of 
Gaty, McCune & Co. This was the first foundry 
established in the city of St. Louis, 
and it was the enterprise which 
inaugurated by the late Samuel 
Gaty, made the fortune which is now being di- 
vided among his heirs. In this business Mr. 
Allen uired wealth. With his capital he 
started in 1855 the Fulton Iron Works on 
Second and Carr streets. His busipess pros- 
pered, and he invested his surplus — in 
various enterprises. Almost invariably his 
investments proved profitable. At the 
breaking out of the war Mr. Allen had 
a large stock of material on band at his 
foundry. With the general advance in 
rices this stock trebled in value. 
r. Allen's other business interests did 
not suffer b the war, and 
the end of the conflict found him avery rich 


man. He did not devote his entire time to his 
fuundry but interested himself in the 
management of other enterprises in 
which his money was invested.

of the Boatman’s Bank. He was for twenty- 
five years in the directory of the St. Louis 
Agricultural and Mechanical Association 
and was at one time President of the Associa- 
tion. He left the ag egy when the present 
management came in. He was atone time 
President of the Merchants’ Exchange. 
The Exchange will probably be closed in his 
honor on the day of his funeral. 

Of late years Mr. Allen had retired from the 
active management of his business, which was 
left largely in the hands of his son, Geo. L. 
Allen. Mr. Allen drove down town for about 
un hour every day. 

A great many stories are told of Mr. Allen’s 
liberality in business matters and to his 
friends. Many an enterprising but unsuc.- 
cessful business man owes his second start m 
lite to Mr. Allen. One of the best-known retired 
lawyers inthe city morgaged his house re- 
cently for $10,000 and sunk the money ln a bus- 
iness speculation. Mr. Allen had been 
one of his best friends. One day he received in 
his mail the mortgage on his house trans- 
ferred to his wife’s name. Most of Mr. 
Allen’s old friends and associates in 
business have passed away. Samuel 
Gaty, Robt. K. Woods, W. M. McPherson, 
Samuel Shepley and Samuel T. Glover were 
among Mr. Allen’s old friends. Of those who 
knew him well in later years there were D. K. 
Ferguson, Thos. E. Tutt, Chas. P. Chouteau, 
R. J. Lackland and Chas. Todd. 

Mr. Allen wasa hard student, and he was 
probably one of the best-read men in the 
business community of St. Louis. His beau- 
titul home on Lefingwell avenue gnd Chest- 
nut street was well stocked with t works of 
standard authors. 

Mr. Allen’s home on Chestnut street was one 
of the finest in the city. It is a double stone- 
front building, three stories in height, sur- 
rounded by a handsome lawn; four large pil- 
lars 2— aportico in front. The interior 
of the house was handsomely furnished. 

MR. ALLEN’S FAMILY. 

Mr. Allen was married early in life to Miss 
Frances Adams of New York. By her 
he had four children, all now liiv- 
ing. Taylor Allen, now in Montana, 
Geo. L. Allen, of St. Louis; Mrs. New- 
ton Crane of St. Louis, and Mrs. Gale 
Dickson, of Canada. Mrs. Allen died in 1853. 
In June, 1873, Mr. Allen married Mrs. Eugenia 
L Carr. At the time of her 
marriage to Mr. Allen Mrs. Carr had four chil- 
dren: Paschall, Chiles, Eliza and Walter B. 
Carr. <All of these with the exception of 
Chiles Carr lived with Mr. Allen.

MR. ALLEN’S WEALTH. 


How His Fortune Was Invested— Real Estate 
and Corporation Interests. 


If not the richest man in St. Louis, Gerard B. 
Allen at leastranked second. Mis real estate 
alone is assessed for 1887 at $1,087,270, 
and if that sum is one-half its 
real value local speculators have 
been very much mistaken in values 
they have placed on contiguous property. His 
residence at 2807 Chestnut street 
is assessed for $36,820, which sum is about 
the value of the ground on which the huge 
house stands. The building cost him 
$60,000, it is said. The real estate 
occupied by the Fulton Iron-works 
is assessed for $45,690. This is surely 
not more than half the price that could be ob- 
tained for it in the open market. The extentof 
Mr. Allen’s interest in the works is 
a matter of conjecture. The com- 
pany has for many years done a 
steady, prosperous business. The stockhold- 
ers were Mr. Allen, his secretary, Geo. W. 
Fisher, andthe estate of O. B. Filley. It is 
admitted that Mr. Allen owned 
the control in the compauy, but parties 
interested with him will not say what that 
control was worth, and outsiders do not 


know. He was a very reticent man 
in business und associates in one 
branch of his affairs knew little 


or nothing of his other connections. He 
was heavily interested in the Anchor 
Line of steamboats, the capital stock of 
which is $1,500,000. It is probably worth 
par, butas there have been no recent sales 
and the holders do not want to sell, a price 
cannot be given. Mr. Allen's holding 
was $600,000. He retired from the directory 
two years ago ami his son George 
is Vice-President of the company. Jobn A. 
Scudder held about the same amount of stock 
as Mr. Allen. J. Griff Prather, Daniel Catlin 
and others have the remainder. Mr. Allen held 
stock in numbers of companies formed for 
various objects in the city at various times, 
but how much of these holdings he retained 
his intimates cannot tell. He returned to the 
Assessor only thirty-three shares of First 
National Bank stock. 
REAL ESTATE. 

The list of his reul estate fills nearly two 
pages of the tax book, and on it he was 
required to pay taxes amounting to 
$26 ,C52.25. This list does not include 
several recent purchases of which the most 
notable is the building at the southeast corner 
ef Pine and Fourth streets,occupied bythe Me- 
chanics’ Bank, the Bell Telephone 
Company and others. Adjoining his residence 
on Chestnut street ne owned a number of lots, 
the aggregate assessmenton which is $23,080. 
Other property on that block had been trans- 
ferred to his son George and daughter, Mrs. 
Newton Crane. 

He owned the large stone-front office build- 
ing opposite the Planters’ House, north of 
the Vandalia building. The Fourth street 
entrance tothe Merchants’ Exchange is through 
this building, and fronts 48 feet on Fourth 
street, and is valued at $85,230. The undi- 
vided one-half of the building’ oc- 
cupied by A. 8. Aloe, northeast § cor- 
ner of Fourth and Olive streets, is 
assessed in Mr. Allen’s name for $37,600, 
The other half belongs to the John R. Shepley 
estate. The Everett House adjoining 8 
to Mr. Allen und is assessed for $71,000. he

A gentiemun interested 
in the paper said he did not think 
Mr. Allen's individual holding was large 
enough to make any change in the present 
management of the paper in event it is sold, 
unless the pool should be dissolved. He had 
heard, however, that advances made by Mr. 
Allen to other members of the pool had been 
nearly equal to the value of their stock. 

Mr. Allen owned 130 shares of Mary Murph 
Mining Company stock. The mine is a divf- 
dend payer of the best sort, and stock is 
quoted at $1,000 per share, though none has 
been sold for over a year.

CRIMINAL COURT METHODS. 

The insight which the Posr-Disrarcn is 
giving into the method of clearing the 
jail of criminals is not calculated to give 
citizens an exalted impression of the dig- 
nity and efficiency of the Criminal Court. 
There are, undoubtedly, cases in which 
justice can be subserved aud the interests 
of the State fostered by the acceptance of 
pleas to charges less than those contained 
in the indictments.

There can be neither law, reason, nor 
right in the Circuit Attorney’s agreeing 
with the attorneys of criminals to accept 
plea after plea in cases of grave violations 
of law and recommending the criminals 
to the least possible punishment. It is the 
Circuit Attorney’s business to enforce the 
law to the fullest extentand all the ma- 
chinery and means of the State are placed 
at his disposal for this purpose. When he 
compromises with crime he sacrifices the 
dignity of the law and makes the courta 
market-place where crime and punish- 
ment are the subjects of bargain.

Manager Martin of the Brooklyn Elevated 
road acted more like a little Czar than an 
American employer of free and intelligent 
labor when he arbitrarily discharged the three 
members of the Engineers“ Committee on 
Grievances for presuming to call upon him 
with the complaint of those whom they repre- 
sented. And he talked more Ike a slave- 
owner than the manager of arailway chartered 
by the people for the public convenience, 
when he said betore the Board of Arbitration: 
‘*I think it is for the company to say whether 
the men have grievances. 

The right of complaint is as necessary and 
just fora workingman as the right of petition 
is fora citizen. And the right of organization 
being conceded, it is proper that the men 
should select representatives to speak and act 
forthem. Whatever may have been the mer- 
its of the engineers’ demand, Manager Martin 
had no business to insult and punish them for 
making it. His assumption that ‘‘Itisfor the 
company to say whether the men have any 
grievances’’ isthe most brutal and insolent 
claim yet put forward by a corporation in this 
eountry. It justifies the old definition of such 
an organization as a thing ‘‘without a body to 
kick or a soul to damn. 

But there will be some mighty vigorous and. 
effective kicking against corporations if they 
use their power as some of them—notably the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad—have been doing 
of late. 


Effects of the Drouth. 
From the Chicago News. 

The present drouth is a bitter blow to the 
farmers and stock-raisers of Illinois and other 
portions of the dry section. They have al- 
ready begun to compare it with that of the 
ruinous sgason of 1881. Until two weeks ago 
the prospects for a heavy corn crop was never 
better. But now is the critical time. The 
terrific heat of the sun, burning day after 
day from an almost cloudiess sky, and the 
short nights that bring no dew have nearly 
destroyed the farmers’ hopes. In many sec- 
tions the corn is dying in the flelds. Every 
day of dry weather represents a loss of many 
thousands of dollars to the farmers of this and 
neighboring States. 

The stock-raisers are in little better plight 
than the farmers. Their wells and streams 
are going dry, their pastures are burning up. 
Their cattle are losing flesh because of thirst, 
the plague of files, and scanty food. They 
cannot afford to sell at the present exception- 
ally low prices. The prospect of a short corn 
crop and brown pastures is not a pleasant one 
for stock-grower, farmer, or consumer, 
Copious showers ofrain within the nextfew 
days would be an inestimable blessing to mill- 
ions of people.

It was 
earned at the White House yesterday that the 
papers in Fish’s vase are still ein the possession 
of the President, but that Mr. Cleve- 
land has never opened the ack- 
age to examine the papers. It is inferred 
from this that the President’s mind is fully 
made up not to pardon Fish. This decision 
was reached, it is said, atthe time the appl. 
cation for pardon was presented, but out of 
deference to the signers of the application and 
other influences, it was decided to let the ap- 
plication fall into innocuous desuetude rather 
than to formally refuse the pardon.

This retention of all the picturesque 
customs of the past years add great interest to 
the general effect of nearly every public gath- 
ering from the spectacular and artistic point.

He was at once taken into the 
house where remedies were applied until the 
local physician arrived. Telegrams were sent 
at once to Omaha for surgeons,and three Came 
down from there on the next train.

| KILLING THE BILL. 


AN AMENDMENT WHICH THREATENS THE 
STREET SPRINKLING PROJECT. 


Delegate Stone’s Little Interpolation in the 
Appropriation Bill Enables the Street 
Sprinkling Ring to Continue Their Exor- 
bitant Rates at Their Pleasure—Profits 
Made Under the Present Plan More Than 
Three Times Which Is Allowed by the 
Board of Public Improvements—By De- 
laying the Work in Une District It Can Be 
Delayed in the Other Forty-One Sprink- 
ling Districts—Closing a Loop- Hole. 


The street-sprinkling project has been dealt 
itsdeathblow. The acceptance by the Council 
and House of the report of the majority of 
the Conference Committee will be the knell of 
the bill. Just now it lingers between life and 
death, with the odds gredtly against its sur- 
vival. The public, and particularly che 
seventy-five thousand citizens who peti- 
tioned for the relief from the dust 
and the extortions of the unbridled contract- 
ors are entitled to a full explanation. Their 
monster petition now lies under the Clerk’s 
desk in the House of Delegates, and during 
the sessions of that body serves as a foot-stool 
for Jimmy Clark, the House page. The 
progress of this attempted reform was 
through a gauntlet of very unfriendly city 
officials, many of. whom were deterred from 
openly opposing the bill by the watchfulness 
of the Post-DiIsraTcu, but who secretly work- 
ed againstit. One of the high city officers 
who sticks his nose into every department 
with a glorious impartiality that is more re- 
markable than anything, except the frequency 
with which he gets it snubbed, has been 


an unflagging enemy of the project, 
when this course did not expose 
his conduct to observation and 


its consequent censure. He has argued against 
the plan on financial, hydraulic, sanitary and 
every other ground, presenting objections for 
the water department, which the officials of 
that service said were not good, and doing 
like favors for the other branches of the City 
Government. Notwithstanding his hostility 
the bill introductd by Councilman Devoy, 
passed the Council and went to the House. 

THE SPRINKLING CONTRACTORS FLOCKED 

to that convocation of municipal solons and 
beat the bill. Councilman Duross reintro- 
duced the bill, which again passed the Coun- 
oll, and when it reached the House it received 
aunanimous vote. When it passed Street- 
Commissioger Turner, who has, from the 
start, been an ardent advocate ofthe measure, 
made all nr specifications, etc., 


and the Board of Pubiic Improvements 
roceeded to let the bids, a work 
bat is now in progress. In the 


Municipal Assembly not asingle member op- 
posed the measure, even behind the covering 
of*‘amendments,’’ untilitcame to providing 
an appropriation of money for the work. The 
appropriation of $105,000 made by the Council, 
against the advice of Comptroller Campbell, 
who did not even mention it in his expendit- 
ure estimates, was cut down to $80, in the 
House Committee on Ways and Means, where 
an amendment was added for whichthe con- 
tractors are to-day so deeply grateful. 

The first section of the sprinkling ordinance 
rovides as follows: Each district shall be 
et separately, andthe Board of Public Im- 
rovements shail at all times be required to 
et the contract or contracts for sprinklin 
said districts atone and the same time, an 
shall at no time single out any one of said dis- 
tricts or any number thereof, other than the 
whole number of said districts, and have them 
sprinkled.’’ 

This provision declares the sense of the ordi- 
nance to be that all parts of the city shali be 
sprinkled under its condition, but does not 
mean that should any one of the contractors 
throw up his contract for any one district that 
the whole plan shali be thereby defeated. 

Section 7 says: The Mayor is authorized to 
order a temporary suspension of the work of 
nT» the streets under this ordinance, 
U, at any time, in his judgment, other neces- 
sities ofthe city should demand such tem- 
porary suspension. 

The object of this section was to give 

A READY REMEDY 
should a case requiring it arise. Should the 
water-service engines Dreak down, an unex- 
pected expenditure be incurred by a pesti- 
lential visitation, or any of the many possible 
emergencies present itself, the Mayor, under 
this section, might order a temporary sus- 
pension. Tf possibly might be construed as 
giving him the power to order a suspension in 
certain districts or parts of districts, such as 
streets undergoing reconstruction, or new 
car lines, for which the contractor would 
otherwise have to be paid for miles that he 
could not sprinkle if he wished to do so. 

Delegate Stone’s amendment is as follows: 
Strike out the words ‘sprinkling the streets, 
$105,000,’ and insert in lieu thereof the words 
‘sprinkling the streets,’ under ordinance 
14,006, $80,000; potipes there shall not at any 
time be singled out and sprinkled any number 
of the districts established under sald ordi- 
nance less than the whole number so estab- 
lished, but all of said districts shall be sprin- 
kled during the same period of time out of 
said fund.’ 

Under the ordinance itself the Council could 
refuse to oe of exorbitant bids, and the 
Mayor could “ee sprinkling where it was 
unnecessary. Theeffect of Delegate Stone’s 
amendment is to take away all discretion and 
make it possible for the eontractors’ ring to 
defeat the whole plan by delaying the work in 
any one of the districts. The contractors are 
anxious to defeat the project and with very 
pees reason. At present the assessment levied 

y the contractors is about $1 per house, which 
in built-up portions means at the lowest $384 
per mile per month. The Board of Public Im- 
provements has endeavored 

TO LIMIT THE PRICE 
to $100 per month per mile; and in no Instance 
has any contract been let ata higher figure 
than $115 per month per mile. From these 
facts the interest of the contractors in defeat- 
ing the whole project can eusily be under- 
stood. The enforcement of the ordinance 
means that the work must be done under the 
supervision of the Street Commissioner and 
under bond for the faithful discharge of the 
obligations of the contract. 

At present itis done under no restrictions 
but the promptings of theirown sweet wills. 
Their joy at the probable depeat of the pian is 
truly excusable under the circumstances. 

The amendment urged by Delegates Stone 
and Sullivan yesterday and carried means that 
80 ory as for any reason whatever sprinklin 
is not in progress in any one district, none of 
the money appropriated shall be expended for 
sprinkling in any of the other forty-one dis- 
tricts. It decidedly facilitates the work of the 
contractors in their endeavors 

TO BALK THE PLAN. 

By delaying the inauguration of the sprinkling 
in any one district, by presenting high bids, 
refusing to bid, taking the contract once in 
every eighteen days and forfeiting the paltry 
bond submitted with the bids, they can hold 
the entire city in subjection and perpetuate 
their extortionate demands, not only through 
this season, Dut as long as this ordinance is 
hampered by similar amendmeuts. 

Mr. Stone, who represents the Twenty- 
eighth Ward and who expressed his determin- 


ation to stay until doomsday if tnat 
amcndment—the only onecof its kind in the 
whole appropriation bill of over 1,000 items— 
failed, gives as his reason that 
he does not want to leaye any 
loop- hole through which his ople 


should be slighted. His laudable fidelity to 
his constituents has placed the city again at 
the mercy of the street-sprinklers and it is 
safe to say now has probably sheived the 
street-sprinkling project.

Fight to a Finish Between lke 
Weir and Jack Havlin. 


The Feather-Weights Stay It 
Out for Sixty-One Hard 
Rounds. 


The Mill Lasts Until the Wee Small Hours—

ponent, But Havlin Is Too Game for His 
Tactics—The Fight Finally Declared a 
Draw—Sullivan's Scheme to Outwit Kil-

‘PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 21.—Near the Con- 
necticut line and not far from a lonely little 
village last night there was gathered the larg- 
est crowd of sports ever seén in this State ata 
prize-ring contest. Ike Weir, the ‘‘Spider,’’ 
and Jack Havlin had friends from New York, 
Boston and Troy present and Providence 
sporting men. 

The crowd had gathered to witness the 
much talked of fight between Weir and Hav- 
lin. The battle was to a finish with skin 
gloves, cut off at the first knuckle, for a purse 
of $500. Jim Keenan, the sporting man, had 
an outside bet of $500 to $1,000 that Weir would 
win. 

Aftey all the immediate details had been ar- 
ranged_at a road house, the ‘‘Spider’’ being 
weighed in at 116 pounds and Havlin at 120, a 
contest arose over a $50 forfeit that was 
claimed for Havlin’s over-weight. At 8:3 
the fighters entered the ring and were cheered 
tothe echo. Jack Ashton, the Rhode Island 
pugilist, was second for Havlin, and Dan Gill 
for the ‘‘Spider.’’ Pete Coolville was chosen 
for referee, after a fight had been made 
against Pete Donahue of the WORLD. Then a 
wild season of betting set in on all sides. One 
hundred dollars on Havlin was offered, with 
plenty of takers, and then the ‘‘Spider’s’’ 
friends took up the cry and all bets were soon 
covered. At 9:09 the ‘‘Spider’’ jumped into 
the ring and Havlin soon followed. The fight 
started at 9:10. 

THE FIGHT. 

First round. The ‘‘Spider’’ opened the fight 
by landing for Havlin’s eye. He fell short; 
both men clinched several times in quick suc- 
cession and the referee bad to pull the men 
apart. The Spider made a go for Havlin's 
eye and got a full-face blow. Then the men 
clinched again. Sharp fighting followed and 
first blood was allowed tothe Spider,“ who 
ducked afurious rush and led out with two 
hard biows, left and right. 

SECOND ROUND. 

Wicked fighting opened the round and the 
Spider“ made a sorry-looking left eye for 
Havlin. The ‘‘Spider’’ pounded Havlin’s face 
redand the blood came freely. He got a 
strong blow on the cheek and made blood 
come from a bad wound. He then followed 
with a terrible body biow and Havlin rushed 
him to the ropes and two blows followed in 
quick succession. 

THIRD ROUND. 

Havlin opened by sending a hard one into 
the ‘‘Spider’s’’ stomach, but he rallied and 
caught Haviinonthe neck. Weir then sent in 
a terrible upper-cut, but Havlin escaped with 
only a light touch, and Good Boy, Johnny, 
came from all about the ring. Weir then 
forced the fighting, more blood came freely, 
and two staring tull-face blows followed in 
quick order. Havlin then made a lunge at his 


antagonist that seemed would wipe 
him out of existence. The Spi- 
der’’ ducked and came round smiling 


but Havlin caught him by the arm and swung 
him Anto the ropes. Weir then receiveda 
neck blow that was a clean knock-down. The 
first knock-dowh was claimed for Havlin. 
The ‘‘Spider’’ followed witha full stomach 
blow that made Havlin grunt. Haylin rained 
a hard neck biow, andthe ‘‘Spider’’ retaliated 
with a hard one on Havlin's face.

Havlin’s left eve began swelling fright- 
fully, and it looked as though it had about 
closed. 
FOURTH ROUND. 

The ‘‘Spider’’ got in a good double blow 
and did some excellent parrying, when Hav- 
lin returned. Havlin looked a good deal hurt, 
but coming on harder and making the fight, 
Havlin pounded the ‘‘Spider’’ in good shape 
in the breast and the ‘‘Spider’’ followed with 
a full throat blow that made Havlin get out of 
the corner. Hard fighting followed and both 
men made a plucky contest. The blows were 
the most severe that had yet been delivered 
and each one told on the men. The ‘‘Spider’’ 
had the bestof the hot battle, however, and his 
objective point—Havlin’s left eye—suffered 
terribly. There was a good deal of sparring 
and then Haviin made his antagonist lively by 
getting in on his neck and breast. The 
‘*Spider’’ was collected and his breathing was 
hardly discernible. Havlin, however, was 
puffing hard, and his eye was bleeding more 
thanever. With his eyes full of blood, trail- 
ing down from his cheek, a wound in the fore- 
head and bleeding from the nostrils, he pre- 
sentedea sickening sight. While Havlin was 
blinded by this blood, the ‘‘Spider’’ gota fine 
opportunity and he smashed into Havlin’s 
eye once more, but he stood firm and took his 
punishment gamely. He retreated to his cor- 
ner, chipper as ever, and the crowd began to 
realize that it was going to de a long fight. 
Havlin’s strong voice somewhat astonished 
the Spider,“ as well as the spectators. 

FIFTH ROUND. 

The ‘‘Spider’’ came to the center of the ring 
lively and jumping and struck Havlin full in 
the eye and then rushed him to the ropes. 
The ‘‘Spider’’ then gotin a good neck blow. 
Then he followed on Havlin’s left ear, missing 
hiseye that was each round swelling more 
perceptibly. Havlin then got to work in earn- 
est and he — 4 the ‘‘Spider’’ on the side of 
the head with his left that brought out a volley 
of hard hits from the man. The men clinched 
and the referee was some time separating 
them but the ‘‘Spider’’ made the most of his 
chances and got to work to wind up the round 
in a lively manner by going for Havlin’s eye in 
a most desperate way. The round closed with 
hard fighting. 

7 SIXTH ROUND. 

The ‘‘Spider’’ went to work in the same des- 
perate way that has characterized the closing 
of the fifth round. He got in good work and 
rapid work fellowed. The ‘‘Spider’’ delivered 
some hard Diows on the chest of Havlin and 
Havlin rushed his antagonist to the ropes. 
The ‘‘Spider’’ made the most of the rush 


and retaliated by rapid blows on 
the neck. He R the feht, 
and Havlin’s —— ey® was looking 
bad. The‘‘Spider’’ again deliverea a stinging 


blow upon Havlin’s ear and then another was 
sent into his neck. A hard throat blow came 
in quick order. The ‘‘Spider’’ caught Havlin 
under the left ear and then rushed, him but 
Havlin, although falling to the und, was 
not knocked down but tripped and the knock- 
down claimed by the spider's’ friends was 
not allowed. aviin pleased his friends by 
pounding the ‘‘Spider’’ in the stomach and 
oe sports began to wager odds on 
SEVENTH ROUND. 

The bets were being made very lively as the 
round opened. Twenty-five dollars to $15 was 
offeredand taken. Then the money evened 
up again. Haviin was thought favorite over 
on his side of thering. The men sparred a 
full minute for an opening, then Havlin, 
urgedon by the crowd of friends that made 
noise enougu to be heard on the highway near 
by, came up lovely and opened on the 
**Spider’’ in grand fashion. He sent in a 
terrific chest blow, and Weir followed 
with a head blow that fell short. 
Both men rushed in a corner and Havlin made 
mostof the advantage allowed him; he deliv- 
ered a hard one on The Spider’s’’ stomach’ 
and the two clinched and went down.

JOHN L.’s SCHEME. 


He Will Ge to kngland and Overshadow 
Jake Kilrain. 


There isa possibility that if Jake Kilrain 
goes to England under the name of champion 
of America, to make a match with Jem Smith, 
the British champion, he will have his pre- 
tensions and aspirations upset by the ar- 
rival on British soil of the undoubted and un- 
versally recognized champion of the world, 
John L. Sullivan. Atleast, this is what a Bos- 
ton Herald representative was led to believe 
through a quiet conversation with Mr. Pat 


Sheedy. The arrangements which are on 
foot, and bid fair to be perfected, look to the 
departure of Mr. Sheedy and the ‘‘big fellow’’ 
almost immediately after the champion has 
been presented with the great belt at the Bos- 
ton Theater early in August. The scheme is 
also to take acouple of other American fistic 
celebrities with the party. Of course some- 
thing may intervene to change the programme 
as now laid out. 

A well known sporting man who has spent a 
great deal of time in England within the past 
year, in speaking of Mr. Sheedy’s present 
intentions, said: ‘‘If Sullivan goes to En- 
gland inside of a couple of montbs it will be 
allup with the Kilrain advertising scheme. 
John L. is looked upon by all Englishmen 
as the champion of this side of the 
water, and he will have to either 
be defeated or publicly acknowledge 
his retirement from the ring to lose 
his prestige there.

I am certain that 
many thousand dollars would be wagered on 
the result of such a great battle; but the back- 
ing of pugilists for big money bef re the men 
face each other in the ring is foreign to their 
ideas of what is right in business of this kind. 
Sullivan is considered by people living in En- 
gland as the greatest pugilist this country ever 
produced, and if he crosses the water he will 
colin money by giving exhibitions.’’
